servant person who will take the time 
to ramble through it and look at the 
various applications which have been 
made out. One tiling that will strike 
the average person as rather curious 
is the number of persona of middle 
age or under who are unable to write 
their names, but must make a niiij^ 
to secure the piece of paper which 
means happiness or woe. In this cluy 
and age of the world, and in a country 
where public' schools have flourished 
for half a century in close proximity 
to each other, it is surprising that any- 
one cannot write his name, hut e\ en- 
few days one comes in and has to 
make his mark.

the record on the most youthful mar- 
riages.

How the Bakers Themselves Determine 


It By Merc Touch of the Hand. 


"Bakers have a curious, way of tell- 


ing just what the temperature of the 
oven is," said a downtown baker who 
has been in the business for more than 
a quarter of a century, "and they can 
tell, too, with almost marvelous accur- 
acy. You take a man who is an expert 
in the business, and he can tell what 
the temperature of the over is by 
simply touching the handle of tho 
oven door. In nine cases out of ten he 
will not miss it the fraction of a de- 
gree. Tinkers have other 
ways,1 of 


course, of testing the heat of the oven. 
For instance, when baking bread they 
sometimes throw a piece of white pa- 
per into the 
oven, 
and 
if it turns 


brown the oven is at the proper tem- 
perature; or when baking cither thing-- 
they will throw a little corn meal or 
flour into the oven in order to test 
the heat. But the baker's fingers arc 
the best guagp, and when you come 
to think of tho different temperatures 
required in baking different things, It 
is no Small achievement to even ap- 
proximate the heat of the oven hy 
touching the handlo of the oven by 
touching the handle of the oven door. 


Bakers figure? that during the rising 


time of a loaf of bread, after it has 
been placed in the oven, it ought to be 
in a temperature of 75 degrees Fah- 
renheit. During the baking*process, in 
order to cook the starch, expend the 
carbonic acid gas, air, and steam and 
drive off the alcohol, the inside of the 
loaf must register at least 220 degrees, 
In baking rolls, buna, scones, tec1 bis- 
cuits, drop cakes, fancy cakes, New- 
Year's cakes, muffins, puff cakes, and 
hings of that sort, the oven must show 
a heat of 450 degrees or higher. When 
he oven is at 400 degrees it is fit for 
cream puffs, sugar cake, queeL cakes, 
oe.k cakes, 
jumbles, 
lady fingers, 


rough and ready, pies, ginger bread, 
spice cakes, sucli as raisin, currant, 
citron, pound, bride and so on, may be 
baked. It requires a still lower temper- 
ature to bake wedding cakes, kisses, 
inise drops, and things in this class. 
But whatever temperature the old 
>aker wants, he can tell when he has 
t by simply touching the handle of 
the oven door."

Illinois, has studied the annual volume 
of "Who's Who in America" for 1000 
and has set forth the statistics of 
twentieth century success.

There were, in 1900, about 334,000 liv- 
ng graduates. Thus one graduate In 
every 106 was recorded as successful. 
That is, the probability of American 
success is increased more than five 
nnd 
six-tenths 
times 
by college 


training, or, rather, is due to tha 
selective influence of such training.

Down around 
the willows and under the maple and 
elm trees they have lived and thrived 
without fear of either running Into a 
net and being landed in a sein pocket 
or being ruthlessly scooped up off the 
bottom and towed into shallow watei 
Nobody has heard much of the carp 
this year.

Since coming to Portland I have had 


the pleasuie of trips up ihe Colum- 
bia, the scenery of which 1 described 
In my last letter, and also trips down 
the river to the Pacific ocean, where 
the Columbia pouis its waters into 
that body. Next to the scenery, the 
great thing of interest on these trips 
is the salmon fishing, tin the tipper 
Columbia wheels are 
uucd to catch 


lhe sairnon, while nearer the mouth 
of the liver nets arc biought Into 
play, and to one who has not seen 
this gieat Industry In operation it is 
a great smpilse and tieat. 


Befoic enteiing into the details of 


the industiy, I want to say that today 
a solid train of salmon left this city 
lor the east, There were thiily-flve 
loaded cars in the train and each car 


c arrk-d 300 cases of ifaalmnnf 
ieach 


weighing seventy 
pounds. In other 


words, each car carried 35,000 pounds 
of salmon, and the entire train load 
was 612.!> tons, or 1,225,000 pounds. The 
I lain was decorated with banners, an- 
nouncing that it was from the Col- 
umbia liver, and 
will 
be 
pushed- 


through in fast time, reaching Chi- 
cago in less than blx days. Part of the 
fish is consigned for Chicago and pai t 
w ill go farther east. The solid train 
will be broken up at Chicago, the fish 
a; riving in ample time for the fish- 
eater l^ilday, September 19. The train 
is to inn as special and of course the 
lime will bo fast. 


Some Big Catches, 


A week 01 ten days ago I made a 


trip to the mouth of the Columbia 
and was surprised at the sight that 
net my eyes. There was llshlng, nsh- 
ing, fishing on every hand, and the 
catches were so large that all my 
expectations were surpassed. The tide 
was In, and horses were used to pull 
the nets in. It looked strange, indeed, 
to see dozens of horses and scores of 
:ien, out in the water, but the hun- 
dreds and hundreds of big fish that 
\\ere caught amply repaid all the ef- 
foits made. To give some idea of the 
•atches I wish to say that Joseph 
Miller, a seinei, near Oliver's Sands, 


n August 11 hauled out of the Col- 


umbia river ten tons of salmon at one 
seining, Other great hauls, such as 
five and seven tons, have been made, 
but Miller is said to hold the record. 


A Lucky Hour. 


In one hour's work caily in August,

Ninety-Pound Sairnon.

When I came west I 
was amused at the way the Oregon- 
lans preached salmon. At first it in- 
terested me but little. My idea of the 
lish was as it tasted from the cans 
and eaten cold, but I have changed 
and am full of praise for it, and will 
Bay that if you have not partaken of

Industry Big One.

R i m e the first small ex- 
periments In the business in 18S6, the 
Columbia

up and shipped about $80,000,000 worth 
of salmon. The output In 1901 was the 
smallest for many years, totaling only 
250,000 cases, woilh about $1,375,000: 
but the aggregate pack of the north- 
west exceeded nil previous records by 
at least 1,500,000 < ast>s. Alaska turned 
out 1,700,000 cases Puget Sound, 1,500,- 
000, 
British Columbia, 1,200,000. Add- 


ing the Columbia rivei'-) 250,000 cases 
of "koyal Chinook," It gives a grand 
total of

Columbia River Catch. 


The figures foi the Columbia river 


this year are not complete, but u con- 
servative estimate places the season's 
pack at 33!),000 c ases, figured on 
the 


bases of four dozen pound cans to the 
case. In addition to this thcie were 
1,440 tons of plokfleA ohinooks, moan-^ 


ing 1,020 tons of raw fish and 700 tons 
of steelheads, handled by the cold 
storage plants. These 2,620 tons of cold 
storage fish are sufficient to pack S7,- 
000 cases, making the total amount 
of fish put up on the Columbia river 
equal to 426,000 cases. The run of fish 
this jear has been a steady one, there 
only being about two weeks that tlv> 
canneries and 
cold 
storage 
plants 


were not rushed. The price for law 
Jlsh during tbe season has lunged from 
two to six cents a pound at various 
times, and for a few as high as eight 
cents was paid. The average price was 
about five cents and nearly $1,500,000 
has been paid for salmon, In addition 
to the large sums that hn\e been ex- 
pended for labor in other brandies of 
the industry. 


Artificial Propogation. 


The past has been a marked season 


in that it settled the much-mooted 
question whether artifu lal propagation 
could be made a practical success. As 
a result of tho expcilencc of the past 
two seasons all opposition to the ad- 
vantages of artificial propagation has 
been overcome, and it Is now a rec- 
ognized fact that the runs of si>!mon 
In the river can be limited only by 
the number of artificially propagate.! 
fry that are 
turned 
out from the 


hatcheries. This eliminates the pos- 
sibility of the industry ever becoming 
extinct on the Columbia. Sixty mil- 
lion ot young salmon of all varieties 
will be placed in the Columbia ilvei 
and its tilbularles this year. This Is 
the estimate the fish warden makes of 
the output of the Oregon, Washing- 
ton nnd Uniled States fish commlsMon 
plants of the Columbia river distru t. 


Year's Pack Short. 


Reports from Seattle say there is a 


serious deficit in the fish pack of the 
north Pacific waters. The supply will 
be 1,500,000 cases 
shorts 
for Pugft 


Sound and British Columbia with a 
total deficit of about 2,000,000 cases. 
The canned pack of 1902, for British 
Columbia, is about 620,000 cases, and 
for Puget Sound about 300,000 cases. 
Taking every condition into consider- 
ation, the salmon output this year will 
be several million cases short which 
insures good prices for the product.
